Recreation issue 
could be placed 
on spring ballot

A recreation center in Romu- 
lus is one step closer to reality, 
after city and school officials 
agreed in concept Monday night 
to a tentative bond proposal that 
would appear before voters this 
spring. 

City and school officials met 
for a third meeting of a recrea- 
tion center advisory panel, a 
group formed last year by 
several citizens expressing a 
need for a recreation facility in 
the city. Members of the panel 
gathered Monday night at the 
Romulus City Hall. 

Informally proposed was a 
joint ballot request by both the 
city and schools to build a re- 
creation facility near the city 
civic center and a swimming 
pool at the high school. The re- 
creation center would be fi- 
nanced and operated by the 
city, while the pool would be 
funded and managed by school 
officials, according to the prop- 
osal* 

However, school-district in- 
volvement in the project would 
be possible only if voters 
approve two millage transfers 
which will appear on the Nov. 8 
general election ballot, accord- 
ing to Dr. William Bedell, su- 
perintendent of schools* If the 
millage requests are rejected - 
and subsequent cuts in school 
programs are made - a new 
swimming pool for the district 
could not be considered, Bedell 
said. 


The idea of a joint-recreation 
venture between the school dis- 
trict and city was proposed by 
school board member Dan 
Bales. The concept was quickly 
accepted by Romulus Mayor 
Beverly McAnally, City Coun- 
cil Chairperson MaryAnn 
Banks and several other school 
board members present. 

In the plan, city officials 
would place on the ballot a re- 
quest to issue bonds to finance 
construction of an estimated 
49,000-square-foot recreation 
center. A millage-increase re- 
quest would also be placed be- 
fore voters for ongoing opera- 
tion costs of the facility* 

Total cost for the center is 
estimated at approximately $5 
million, according to McA- 
nally. 

School officials, in turn, 
would seek a bonding proposal 
to finance construction of the 
swimming pool, which would 
be located at the high school 
and be open to the public. In- 
cluded in this bonding propos- 
al, Bedell said, would be a re- 
quest for ongoing funding to 
operate the p xd. 

Construction of a swimming 
pool is estimated by school offi- 
cials at $4*8 million. Annual 
operating costs have been pre- 
dicted at $60,000. 

In earlier talks, city officials 
had considered adding a swim- 
ming pool to the city recreation 
center, regardless of school 
officials' plans to build a pool at

$1 billion Metro Centre project delayed by overpass

The future of the estimated 
$1 billion Metro World Centre* 
in Romulus, remains in the 
hands of the Federal Highway 
Administration, which must 
approve funding and construc- 
tion of an overpass at 1-94 and 
Vining Road, city officials said 
this week. 

The project is still on hold, a 
delay which has also put a 
crimp in public-improvement 
plans in the Wick Road area, 
where the project will be lo- 
cated, according to Dennis 
Oakes, Romulus economic de- 
velopment director. 

Approval of the interchange 
is necessary, Oakes said, to put 
the gears in motion not only for 
the Metro World Centre but 
also for an adjacent office- 
complex development and for 
the city to secure added fund- 
ing for public improvements in 
the area. 

The Metro World Centre was 


proposed in 1984 by Florida de- 
veloper E. Llwyd Eccelstone 
Jr. and partner Donald Maren- 
tette, a Troy-based real estate 
broker. Projects details were 
revealed in February, details 
which included a 1,000-acre 
project of 9 2 million square 
feet of commercial and indust- 
rial buildings. The center 
would include a major hotel- 
conference center, World Col- 
lege, office space for business 
and research, a commercial 
area and two small lakes* City 
officials say it will create 40,000 
jobs. 

The project is bounded by I- 
94, Merriman Road, Wayne 
Road, Ecorse Road and Henry 
Ruff. 

The plan has been revised 
since it was originally 
announced, Oakes said, be- 
cause 300 acres of the land ori- 
ginally thought to be owned by 
Eccelstone are actually owned 
by local developer Wendell C. 
Flynn. 


Flynn, to date, has not ex- 
pressed an interest in partici- 
pating in the Metro World Cen- 
tre project* 

Also changed are the esti- 
mated costs of providing public 
improvements before any de- 
velopment begins. 

“Things have changed really 
in the last few weeks* We had 
our consultant do a revised cost 
breakdown for the plan/ 1 
Oakes said. 

City officials had originally 
counted on the Michigan De- 
partment of Transportation 
and federal officials to fund the 
entire overpass project* 
However, because state fund- 
ing is unlikely, Romulus offi- 
cials have agreed to foot one- 
half of the bill to construct ac- 
cess ramps* and the project de- 
veloper will foot the other one- 
half. 

Construction costs for the 
overpass - estimated at 9 mil- 
lion by city officials - are being 
left to the federal government. 

Public-improvements in the 


area are being financed by a 
Tax Increment Finance Au- 
thority. In a designated TIFA 
area, public improvements can 
be made and financed using 
TIFA-issued bonds. The bor- 
rowed funds are repaid using 
“captured” revenues on all 
new taxes generated in that 
district. 

Originally, city officials 
talked of issuing $5 million in 
bonds to fund improvements in 
the Metro World Centre area. 
Based on calculated 1989 “cap- 
tured revenues,” up to $5.6 mil- 
lion could currently be bor- 
rowed, Oakes said. 

However, city officials are 
already committed to funding 
$3.8 million in current improve- 
ments in the Wickham Road/ 
Smith Road area. Public im- 
provements for the Metro 
World project would total $1.9 
million for the Vining Road 
overpass access ramps and im- 
provements to Vining Road 
and another $8.9 million for im- 
provements to Henry Ruff and 


Wick Road and the extension of 
Vining and Smith roads. 

Thus, the $5*6 million in TIFA 
bonds would not fund the im- 
provements needed before 
Eccelstone will break ground 
on the Metro World Centre, 
Oakes said. 

However, if federal officials 
approve the overpass construc- 
tion, Eccelstone has said he 
will sign an agreement com- 
mitting himself to the project, 
and the city could borrow at 
least an additional $8.2 million. 
The added funding would allow 
the necessary public improve- 
ments to be made, Oakes said. 

In addition, a 450,000-square- 
foot project by the Lennar com- 
pany would also be secure - and 
allow the borrowing of an extra 
$2.8 million - if the Vining Road 
overpass were approved, 
Oakes said. 

'‘It looks optimistic, but 
We've got state approval, but 
that's taken the better part of 
two years,” Oakes said.

Jail-site selection is 
next step for county

An Illinois firm has been 
selected as project program- 
mer for the new Wayne County 
jail. 

If approved by Wayne Coun- 
ty Commissioners, Moyer 
Associates Inc. of Glencoe, IL, 
will begin work on what is 
being called the "foundation' * 
of the new 840-bed facility. 

County Executive Edward 
McNamara has negotiated a 
$140,000 professional services 
contract with the firm, with 
reimbursements for materials 
not to exceed $25,000, accord- 
ing to Barb Rickert, press 
secretary for McNamara. 

The firm is expected to start 
work within two weeks and will 
submit its report in eight to 10 
weeks. 

The first step is now com- 
plete, McNamara said, and no 
time will be wasted in building 
the new facility. 

*T have confidence that 
Moyer Associates Inc. will do 
an outstanding job for the coun- 
ty,” McNamara said. 

The new jail facility will be 
paid for with funds generated 
from a voter-approved mill age 
increase. 

It will be the job of the project 
programmer to coordinate ev- 
ery aspect of jail construction 
from design to actual building. 

The project programmers 
report will include an operat- 
ing budget, a timetable, and 
spatial restrictions, Rickert 
said. 

Moyer Associates Inc. will 
study current facilities, inter- 
view jail workers and deter- 
mine future inmate needs in 
order to compile the report. 

While county officials await 


approval of commissioners, 
they are busy taking the next 
step, Rickert said. 

Individuals are being in- 
teriewed for the position of pro- 
ject manager. The position 
could be filled within the week. 

The project manager will be 
responsible for keeping the jail 
project within the set budget. 

A developer is scheduled for 
selection by Nov. 15. 

It is the developer selection 
which will be key to selecting a 
jail site. Developers will, if 
they wish, include in their bids 
a proposed site for the facility. 
According to Rickert, it is not a 
requirement of bidding com- 
panies. 

If county officials approve a 
bid which includes a site, that 
site will be used. If not, county 
officials will have to select 
their own site. 

The Eloise property in West- 
land tops the list of possible jail 
sites, McNamara has said that 
it would be cost efficient be- 
cause the county already owns 
the land and there would be 
easy access from the jail to the 
courts downtown. 

Westland city officials have 
said they will fight any move to 
put the jail on that site, which is 
being studied as an industrial 
park. 

McNamara has said that if 
that site is chosen, there is little 
the city could do to stop it. 

Ecorse is also being consi- 
dered as a home for the jail. 

The new jail is expected to be 
ready for prisoners by late 1990 
or early 1991. 

In the meantime, relief from 
the current jail overcrowding 
will come when the county 
completes the 230-bed expan- 
sion of the existing jail 
building. 


Police issues opposed by conference

Teen health needs 
analyzed by group

The health needs of Romulus 
teens are continuing to be stu- 
died by members of a subcom- 
mittee of the Romulus Adoles- 
cent Health Advisory Com- 
mittee. 

RAHAC members met Thurs- 
day to discuss the work of the 
subcommittee and to launch a 
new informational campaign 
about the health needs of teens, 
according to Kathleen Conway, 
project director, 

“Primarily, we were talking 
about what the how the mem- 
bers of the subcommittee are 
going about their jobs. We are 
also talking about having a dis- 
cussion at each meeting about 
all of the issues teens are fac- 
ing,” Conway said. 

The eight-member subcom- 
mittee is a branch of the 25- 
member RAHAC. Members of 
the subcommittee have been 
charged with the responsibility 
of analyzing student, parent and 
school staff surveys to deter- 
mine the health needs of stu- 
dents in the district, 

“We're looking really closely 
to determine what are the gaps, 
and we want to know how to fill 
those gaps. We set a deadline 
before Christmas to develop a 
recommendation as to what the 
kids in Romulus need,” Conway 
said. 

The surveys were funded by a 
$20,000 planning grant in 1987 
from the Michigan Department 
of Public Health and a $20,000 
continuance grant in 1988. 
Junior and senior high school 
students were surveyed in 
April, as were parents and 
school district staff members. 

Some of the survey results 
showed that: 

• 69 percent of students go to 
the doctor when needed; 

• 42.4 percent of high school 
students drink “hard liquor” 
once or more each week; 

• At least 91 percent of the stu- 
dents have never used “hard 
drugs;” 

• 29 percent of junior high stu- 
dents surveyed say they have 
engaged in sexual intercourse; 

m 68.2 percent of senior high 
students say they have engaged 
in sexual intercourse; 

• At most, 58 percent of those 


students surveyed used birth 
control; 

• 93 percent of high school stu- 
dents (77 junior high) students 
would Like to see a teen health 
clinic in or near the school; 

• 91 percent of parents sur- 
veyed would favor a teen health 
clinic in or near the schools ; and 

• 98.7 percent of school staff 
members surveyed favor a teen 
health clinic in or near the 
schools. 

After the surveys are analy- 
zed and a recommendation is 
made to the full committee, 
Conway said, committee mem- 
bers must decide how to imple- 
ment the proposals, 

“The next thing would be for 
the committee to say, “Here are 
the gaps. How are we going to 
provide those services? 1 ” Con* 
way said. 

Health services to be offered 
as a result of the surveys and 
studies could include a stepped- 
up transportation system for 
teens to have access to existing 
health clinics in the area, sup- 
plementing the one district 
school nurse with assistance or 
establishing a teen health cen- 
ter in or near the schools, Con- 
way said. 

The creation of a teen health 
center, however, has been 
sharply criticized by some pa- 
rents in the district. The parents 
have complained that the health 
clinics would allow the disburs- 
ing of contraceptives to students 
and give information about 
abortion. 

Nevertheless, Conway said, 
both are prohibited by state law. 

“It's illegal to hand out birth 
control or give even abortion re- 
ferrals, unless this were a free- 
standing (profiting) clinic/ 1 
Conway said. “If it’s in or on 
school property, the law says 
you can't distribute birth con- 
trol.” 

In addition, Conway said, 
RAHAC members are currently 
analyzing the data, and no re- 
commendations or decisions 
have yet been made. 

Members of the advisory 
committee meet at 2 : 30 p. m . the 
second and fourth Thursdays of 
the month in the Romulus Com 
munity Schools administrative 
offices, on Grant Road, Romu- 
lus.

Without the pool, the prop- 
osed city recreation center 
would be located on seven 
acres of land north of city hall, 
on Wayne Road The facility 
would include a gymnasium, 
running track, locker rooms, 
multi-purpose room, kitchen, 
exercise room, weight room, 
game room, arts-and-crafts 
room, wallyball court, three 
handball /racquet ball courts 
and administrative offices, 
according to a proposal out- 
lined by the city planning firm 
of Coquillard/ Dundon/ Peter- 
son and Argenta. 

City officials are currently 


reviewing the recreation cen- 
ters in Wayne and Westland for 
models of annual operating 
costs and probable use of such 
a facility. To date, however, 
predicted operating costs for 
the Romulus complex are urt 
known. 

The swimming pool, to be 
owned by the school district, 
would be added to the existing 
high school building, on Wayne 
Road, or to the current junior 
high school. School officials are 
considering renovating the 13- 
year-old junior high and using 
it as the city high school. 

The 30-year-old current high 
school building would, then, be 
used as the junior high.

SECTION 2 : g^lORT TITLE : This ordinance shall be known and cited 
as the amended Entertainers and Dancers Ordinance.

The following words, terms and phrases, when used in this 
Article, shall have the meanings ascribed to them in this 
section, except where the context clearly indicates a diffe- 
rent meaning: 

SPECIFIED ANATOMICAL AREAS means: less than 
completely and opaquely covered human genitals, pubic 
regions, buttocks, female breasts from below a point im- 
mediately above the top of the areola, and human male 
genitals in a discemibly turgid state, whether or not co- 
vered. 

SPECIFIED SEXUAL ACTIVITIES means: human genitals in a state 
of sexual stimulation or arousal ; acts of human masturba- 
tion, sexual intercourse, or sodomy, fondling or other ero- 
tic touching of human genitals, pubic regions, buttocks, or 
breasts, 

SECTION 4 : Except as herein modified, the Code of Ordinances, of the 
City of Romulus, Michigan shall continue in full force and 
effect, 

SECTION 5: The provisions of this amendatory ordinance shall take 
effect immediately upon publication as required by City 
Charter. 

SECTION 6 : Penalty: Any person who willfully violates any of the

the third person might be an 
offshoot of that career,” Tilson 
explained. 

The idea for the program 
came from teachers at the high 
school who thought students 
should oe better prepared tor 
careers and have more in- 
formation about the careers 

*TCs a very informative kind 
of setting Students find out the 


training needs for a particular 
field and what is needed, what 
and where training is provided, 
what the employment outlook 
might be and many additional 
things about the field,” Tilson 
said. 

The students, she said, will 
have the option of attending 
any of the seminars. They may 
attend as many as four of the 10 
seminars. 

“Students are expressing 
real enthusiasm over the semi- 
nars. And I think they should. I 
think they (the seminars) will 
be very successful and it is 
something that is needed in the 
curriculum. It is well- 
organized and will offer good 
information to the students,” 
Tilson said.

Four advocates of solid 
waste management were in 
Canton Oct, 13 to promote a 
monumental $800 million en- 
vironmental bond proposal 
scheduled for the full ballot 
Participating in the luncheon 
program, co-sponsored by the 
Plymouth Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Canton Chamber of 
Commerce and The Commun- 
ity Crier, were: Rep, Gerald 
Law, R-Piymouth: Rep. Jim 
Kosteva* D- Canton; Jerry 
Fore, vice president of Wayne 
Disposal, Inc. and Dave De- 
mpsey, environmental advisor 
to Gov. James Blanchard, 

The luncheon was conducted 
at Fellows Creek Golf Course in 
Canton. 

The bond issue in question. 
Proposals C and D, will appear 
on the Nov, 8 ballot. Proposal C 
would provide $860 million to 
protect the environment. Prop- 
osal D would provide $140 mil- 
lion for recreational needs, 
“This is the largest single 


bonding issue ever requested In 
this state/ 1 said Dempsey to a 
crowd of approximately 60 
leaders in business and educa- 
tion, “It's absolutely essential 
to maintain the environment in 
the state/' 

Dempsey said the solid waste 
situation in Michigan is bad 
and growing steadily worse. 
Currently, lie said, 32,000 tons 
of solid waste are disposed of in 
landfills throughout the state 
per day, enough to completely 
fill the Silverdome with waste 
each and every day. 

The $800 million bonding 
issue would not result in a tax 
increase, according to De- 
mpsey, who said the money to 
repay the bond obligations 
would conic from the general 
fund. 

“The scene is the same, the 
story is the same, no matter 
where you go in this country/* 
said Fore. “We are in a crisis 
situation when it conics to solid 
waste. We are losing capacity 
faster than we are gaining it. 


We are seeing an increasing 
tendency to restrict the move- 
ment of waste throughout the 
country. In order to properly 
manage, you have to have 
waste f r o m a variety of 
sources, have to have a large 
number of customers/' 

Of the $660 million targeted 
for environmental projects, 
said Law, $425 would be spent 
on the cleanup of toxic waste 
sites in the state. There are cur 
rent ly 1,700 to 1,800 known con- 
taminated sites in the state. 

Proposal C would allow 
emergency cleanup to take 
place at 600 sites and complete 
cleanup at another 300. 

Solid waste disposal prog- 
rams would receive $150 mil- 
lion under Proposal C, with 
funds going to the local com- 
munities and the private sector 
for recycling, air pollution con* 
trols, the closing of unsafe 
landfills, the economical ship- 
ping of waste and the expan- 
sion of markets for recycled 
materials. 


Victims’ rights issue on ballot

No civilization or nation 
since the beginning of recorded 
time has ever protected the 
rights of the criminal as has the 
United States of America. 

But, somehow, the rights of 
the victims of crime have been 
overlooked or forgotten. 

Now, lawmakers, especially 
Michigan lawmakers, are 
attempting to correct that 
oversight. Although the rights 
of the victims of crime have 
been placed on the state books 
since 1985, a new proposal win 
incorporate those rights in the 
state of Michigan Constitution. 

If the voters approve Propos- 
al B on the Nov, 8 general elec- 
tion ballot, the victims of crime 
will have guaranteed rights 
under the state Constitution, 

“There is a great deal of sup- 
port for this proposal/' accord- 
ing to state Rep. James Koste* 
va (D-Canton Township), 

Kosteva and state Rep. Jus- 
tine Barns (D- Westland) co- 
sponsored the bill. 

The bill, authored by state 
Rep. Mary Brown (D- 
Kalamazooh is known as the 
crime victims* bill. 

“There are several key pro- 
visions that have been enacted 
into law," Kosteva said. 
“Proposal B would amend the 
Constitution (and) would 
guarantee that victims of 
crime be treated with dignity 
and respect and be protected 
from the accused.” 

Kosteva said there are provi- 
sions for victims of crime to be 
compensated. 

“And I don’t know of any 
opposition to date against 
Proposal B It is something 
that should have been incorpo- 
rated in the constitution long 
before this/* Kosteva said. 

The proposal would guaran-

tee that victims of crime would 
have specific rights throughout 
the entire judicial process, 
without violating the due pro- 
cess of the accused. 

Since 1985, the state of Michi- 
gan has had on the legal led- 
gers a crime victims* law. But 
carrying out the mandates of 
that law have frustrated law 
enforcement and judicial* 
system officials. 

Because of the overloaded 
judicial system, some prosecu- 
tors and judges “just don’t 
have time for the victims of 
crime. They also “plea bar- 
gain" without notifying the vic- 
tims. 

Proposal B, if approved, 
would correct those past prac- 
tices. It would be difficult to 
ignore the rights of the victims 
if those rights were clearly de* 
fined in the state Constitution. 

The lawmakers will also 
have the power of the Constitu- 
tion to assess charges against 
convicted criminals to pay the 
victims of crime. 

“Basically, what Proposal B 
would do/’ Kosteva stressed, 
“is that the victims of crime 
will have the constitutional 
right to be treated with respect 
and fairness, and they will also 


be reasonably protected from 
the accused. 

“I can’t see how this (Propos- 
al B> can fail/ 1 Kosteva said, 
“It is your right and my right. 
If we are unfortunate to be- 
come victims of a crime, to be 
protected, under the Constitu- 
tion. I think this is what we all 
want.” 

In a recent survey, con- 
ducted by the Lansing-based 
Marketing Resource Group, 
Inc,, voters were overwhelm- 
ing in approval of Proposal B 
Some 80 percent said that they 
would vote for it, 12 percent 
opposed it, while the remaining 
8 percent didn’t know enough 
about the proposal to voice an 
opinion.

We have 
to stop making some of the in- 
correct assumptions we have 
been making. The solutions are 
there; the technology is there." 

Kosteva called Proposals C 


and 1> “important first steps/’ 
but stressed the need for a 
grass roots, wide-scale educa- 
tional effort to make the aver- 
age citizen aware of the scope 
of the sol id- waste problem, 

Kosteva cited composting, 
sorting, separation, recycling 
and the boycotting of over- 
packaged materials as ways in 
which the average person 


could help stem the tide of in- 
creasing amounts of un recycl- 
able trash collecting in a 
dwindling number of licensed 
la nd fills. 

Law said the problem in Ply- 
mouth and Canton is the same 
as in all of Wayne County, “In 
the next few years/ 1 he said, 
“there won't be a place to 
dump solid waste/' 
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A: GTECH, a leader in the world- 
wide lottery industry won the cgtt 
tract to provide this equipment to 
the state.

A: The GTECH system includes an 
extensive library of games and fea- 
tures. We will certainly explore all 
possible options, but no new games 
are in the works at present.

Bill extends 
Medicaid care 

State House members are

to “spend down ” to personal im- 
poverishment. 

Most standard insurance 
plans will not cover long-term 
care. Medicaid, which is de-

Muzzling the problem 

State lawmakers consider dangerous animal restrictions

Two bills currently under 
consideration in Lansing would 
put a muzzle on dangerous 
dogs, including pit bulls. 

Although local reaction to 
both bills is generally favor- 
able, some people think the 
bills are all bark and no bite. 

House Bill 4897 targets all 
‘‘dangerous animals" and 
would extend to all dogs and 
certain other animals, includ- 
ing pit bulls, that bite or attack 
a human. 

If HB 4897 were enacted, the 
owner of a dangerous animal 
which caused the death of a 
person would be subjected to 
prosecution for involuntary 
manslaughter, a felony punish- 
able by imprisonment for up to 
15 years, a f ine of $7,500 or both. 

HB 4897 won overwhelming 
support in the House in May. It 
has been referred to the Senate 
Committee on Judiciary and 
Regulatory Affairs. 

Another proposal, Senate 
Bill 269, would regulate the 
ownership, registration and 
identification of American pit 
bullterriers only. Under the 
bill, owners of pit bulls would 
be required to provide a secure 
fenced-in area for such dogs or 
risk prosecution for a misde- 
meanor punishable by impris- 
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on men! for up to one year, or a 
fine of up to $500 or both 

Different versions of SB 269 
have passed both the Senate 
and the House and are current- 
ly being considered by a con- 
ference committee. 

“Local police have never 
considered this issue a prior- 
ity,” said Eileen Liska, direc- 
tor of research and legislation 
for the Michigan Humane Soci- 
ety. “We helped draft 4897, but 
it’s been mangled in committee. 
We have to beef up animal con- 
trol laws on the state level - it*s 
gotten to the point w here they're 
not even enforcing License and 
leash laws*” 

More important than HB 
4897, said Liska, is a bill intro- 
duced by Perry Bullard (D-Ann 
Arbor) which would update 
felony laws on animal fighting. 


House Bill 5595, sponsored by 
Bullard, would make it a felony 
for anyone to "own, breed, buy, 
sell, exchange, import or ex- 
port a dog that has fought or 
been trained to fight.” 

“Seven years ago, we made a 
public statement that our shel- 
ter was noticing an increase in 
pit bull dogs with scars,” Liska 
said, “We predicted there was 
going to be a public safety 
threat. We thought it might 
take 10 years; it happened 
sooner.” 

At the crux of the problem, 
said Liska, is several elite, 
clandestine groups which 
promote dog fighting. 

Those who breed pit bulls to 
fight, said Liska, often keep 
only the best puppy in a litter, 


selling the rest to the public at 

large* 

“Teen-agers in Detroit want 
them (pit bulls) to strut their 
stuff; they're used to guard 
craekhouses; these are not re- 
sponsible pet owners,” Liska 
said. 

Liska said that until lawmak- 
ers can enact and enforce laws 
which clamp dow r n on dog fight- 
ing, the “dangerous dog” syn- 
drome will continue. If not with 
pit bulls, with another breed. 

“If a virus wiped out all the 
pit bulls in Detroit,” said Lis- 
ka, “The fighters would find 
different breeds.” 

Liska said that infiltrating 
these groups which promote 
dog fighting is a dangerous and 
long-term process, but some 
progress has been made. 
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Equal rights ruling 
must go to the dogs 

Generalized* stereotypical labels of groups are unfair, 
unacceptable and damaging to society. Even when such a 
label ts being placed on a group of animals* 

We speak, of course, of the pit bull terrier dilemma 
currently facing society and state lawmakers. Legisla- 
tors in Lansing are considering two bills that would '‘put a 
muzzle" on dangerous dogs, including pit bulls. 

While we are applauding one of these bills, sponsored 
by the state House, and urging passage of it, we also 
cannot condone the language of the other Senate bill, 
which would require owners of pit bulls to secure a 
fenced-in area for the dogs or risk prosecution for a mis- 
demeanor. Such a law would be clearly discriminatory 
and would not solve the problem at hand. 

The better bill - proposed by the House - would target 
all dogs termed as “dangerous," No breed would be sing- 
led out, nor would any particular group of animals be 
discriminated against. 

Indeed, the horror stories of several area pit-bull maul- 
ings have exemplified the need for better control of 
domestic animals. The animals we keep as pets cannot be 
potential threats to our safety or the well being of others. 

But the fact remains that pit bulls, as a breed, are not 
solely responsible for the tragedies that have taken place. 
Seldom do we scrutinize the owner of these dogs to see if, 
perhaps, the techniques used to train these animals were 
aggressive, teaching and conditioning the dogs to fight. 

Magnifying the problems for the pit- bull breed is the 
fact that some area groups promote dog fights, using pit 
bull terriers. These dogs are also used to guard crack* 
houses and “teenagers in Detroit want (pit bulls) to strut 
their stuff," according to an official from the Michigan 
Humane Society , 

"'These are not responsible pet owners," the MHS offi- 
cial added. 

Responsible pet ownership, in fact, is the root of evil in 
this problem. It should not be pit bulls we are targeting in 
this campaign but irresponsible and malicious pet owners 
whose intentions are only to train vicious dogs. 

If a ban on pit bulls or even stiffer restrictions were 
imposed on this breed alone, we would soon read head- 
lines about other breeds of dogs being used to guard 
crackhouses, being used to kill. 

Thus, we applaud the efforts by members of the state 
House of Representatives to consider an equal rights type 
of proposal for all animals. The House toU, M ao acted h 
would make the owner of any animal considered danger- 
ous responsible for a $7,500 fine and/or 15 years imprison- 
ment if the animal caused the death of a person. 

We also urge Senate leaders to reconsider action on SB 
269, aimed only at pit bulls. The bLU provides no equity for 
owners of pit bulls who properly raise their animals and 
no equity for owners of other breeds who train their dogs 
to fight and kill. 

In the Senate bill, the owners of all pit bull terriers 
would receive an unwarranted, stereotypical label. That, 
again, would serve as another prime example of discri- 
mination at its best.

The two teams exchanged early first-quarter touchdowns as 
Belleville tight end Scott Janack sprinted 66 years on a reverse 
the very first play from scrimmage. The versatile Belleville 
athlete was elected to play the position after starter, Craig 
Chance, was sidelined during the week with a very bad case of 
flu. 

The Tigers’ lead was short-lived as the Bears came right 
back in their first series and put the tying TD on the scoreboard 
thanks to a seven-play series and the running ability of Jim 
Martin.

Defending champ. New Bos- 
ton Huron, returned to winning 
form last week as Coach Bill 
Harrison's Chiefs bounced 
back from consecutive losses 
to win two key conference 
games. 

After losing a pair of heart- 
breakers to Monroe St. Mary's 
34-32, and to Grosse lie, 64-51, 
Huron rattled Carlson 59-31 and 
dumped Monroe Jefferson, 48- 
39, last week to remain in the 
thick of the conference title 
chase. 

And one of the big reasons 
why the Chiefs have regained 
their confidence is the per- 
formance of Laurel Haener, 
who has been tossing in baskets 
at a 15-point clip and flexing 
her muscles on the boards. 

‘‘She's coming on strong/* 
said Harrison whose club now 
owns a 9-3 overall and a 6-2 con- 
ference record, “We have to 
continue to improve to make up 
for those losses. We still can 
catch these teams that beat us 
in the second round, so we're not 
out of this yet.” 

Against Carlson, All-Area 
guard Lauri Labeau fired in 
seven of her game-high 21 points 
to stake the Chiefs to a 18-4 first 
period lead. Huron managed to 
maintain its 10-point spread the 
rest of the evening as they en- 
joyed a 28-14 halftime and a 42- 
22 edge for three quarters. 

Labeau was joined in the dou- 
ble-figure scoring column by 
Haener, who had 17 and Janet 
Hughes, who finished with 14.

Huron and Jefferson ex- 
changed baskets on near equal 
terms for one half before the 
Chiefs erupted to a 22-3 third 
period en route to a 48-39 vic- 
tory. After the initial stanza, 
the Chiefs had a slim 12-10 
advantage which was cut to 24- 
23 at intermission. But the 22-3 
scoring edge in the third lifted 
the defending champs out of 
trouble. 


Haener again contributed 
double figures as she drilled in 
16 points and collected 12 re- 
bounds. Labeau had 14 points 
and eight assists for the game, 
while teammates Laurie Gub- 
bini and Jenn Gracia stood out 
on defense. Gracia chipped in 
with 10 rebounds. 

The Chiefs wasted Haener's 
outstanding all-around effort 
and 17 points in their 64-51 set- 


back at the hands of their old 
nemesis, Grosse lie. 

Huron can ill-afford to lose 
another conference game and 
hope to retain their league 
crown. They met Airport last 
night and will entertain River- 
view at home Thursday 
evening. 

In the meantime, Belleville 
also did a little bouncing back 
of its own at the expense of 
Wyandotte and Lincoln Park 
last week.

We all enjoy a good scare 
now and then. But it’s espe- 
cially delightful to be frightful 
at Halloween. 

Haunted houses throughout 
the area are designed to fulfill 
that need for a scare* a jolt 
and a scream or two. 

Unlike haunted houses in 
the movies* however* these 
haunted houses don't just 
happen They are the result of 
a great deal of planning and 
money to make them a fright 
ening success, 

David Carrick* of Wayne* 
has planned many haunted 
houses in his day. He is partly 
responsible for the haunted 
Palace Theater, in Wayne. 

"We started six weeks ago 
getting ready for this,” Car- 
rick said. 

At first* Carrick and his 
volunteers worked six hours 
per day to prepare. The week 
prior to opening night* howev- 
er* they worked 16 hours per 
day. 

It takes that much time, 
Carrick said* to put all the 
pieces together. From laying 
out the haunted house and set- 
ting up props to rehearsing 
the monsters* everything 
must be planned carefully. 

All the hard work will be 
worth it* however, as the 
haunted theater usually 
attracts crowds from Flint 
and even Toledo. The theater 
is also expected to generate 
nearly $25*000 for the Palace 
Theater Co.* of which mem- 
bers are working to restore 
the old Wayne Theater, on 
Michigan Avenue. 

Jan Lockman* organizer of 
the Wayne-Westland YMCA 


haunted house* said the event 
there is also very profitable. 
An expected $10,000 will be 
generated to purchase new 
equipment for the YMCA. 

While the haunted affairs 
will net a lot of money for 
these organizations* it is also 
an expensive undertaking. 

Carrick said his group was 
able to save money by recruit- 
ing help from the Detroit Sci- 
ence Center. 


“They lent us some of the 
more expensive equipment*” 
Carrick said. 

Lockman raids garage and 
yard sales for haunted house 
goodies throughout the year. 

“If you're a wise shopper* 
you can do it for not a lot of 
money*” Lockman said. “The 
masks and the lighting are the 
most expensive.” 

Lockman added that most 
other props can be found 


around the house. 

A great amount of thought 
also goes into making the 
haunted house experience a 
fun one for everybody. 
Groups are encouraged to 
attend. But* Carrick said* he 
only allows four people to tour 
the haunted theater at the 
same time. 

Although some handicap- 
ped individuals are able to go 
through the haunted houses* 


most houses are not wheel- 
chair-accessible. 

Carrick doesn't recom- 
mend that anyone younger 
than 6 years of age go through 
thehaunted theater* although 
Lockman leaves that decision 
to parents. 

For those youngsters who 
want to see the haunted house 
but who are easily frightened , 
many organizations* includ- 
ing the YMCA and the thea- 


ter* are planning Friendly 
Monster Day. During that 
time* the lights will be left on 
and the monsters will be a bit 
less “monstery.” 

The YMCA Friendly Mons- 
ter time is from 5:30 to 6:30 
p.m. Oct. 29. A similar activ- 
ity is planned at the haunted 
theater Halloween night. 

Candy scanners will also be 
available at the theater Hallo- 
ween night.

Cherokee gets a 
new baby sister 


For those of you who contem- 
plate getting u second or even 
third dog, this is to show you we 
practice whul we preach. Multi- 
ple dog ownership is fun, reward- 
ing and company for your other 
dog and less work - really - than 
single-dog ownership. 

I won t go on too much further 
on this since the subject has been 
covered previously in this 
column. 

This past weekend, we purch 
ased a second puppy. During the 
past year and one-half, we lost all 
of our three grown dogs. They 
had reached the maximum age, 1 
assume, for their breeds, and 
they will never be forgotten. 

As a matter of fact, we will 
catch ourselves referring to one 
or another by the name of a de- 
ceased pet we still think of and 
miss terribly . 

Anyway, off we drove to check 
out the puppies in a 10-week-old 
litter. We already had Cherokee, 
our year-old male pup, so the 
choice for a second puppy had to 
be female, 

Remember the combination: 
two females; one male and one 
female; one male and two fem- 
ales; but never two males in the 
house living together. It just 
doesn’t work out, as they will 
fight for superiority over the 
other, and they don't just fight 
one time, either. 

So, we "oohed” and “aahed” 
over the female puppies. As is the 
case with anyone shopping for a 
puppy, the pups sell themselves 
just by bouncing over toward the 
shopper and snuggling around 
the ankles of the people there to 
“choose.”

The name game is a cycle for parents and teachers

Just as fashion changes 
from one season to the next, 
so do the names we give our 
children. 

Gone are the days of girls 
named Sunshine and Star- 
light and boys named Ringo 
and Moondoggy. 

Today, it is a return to the 
more traditional names. 

Kathy Napolitano. a nurse 
in the maternity unit at 
Annapolis Hospital, in 
Wayne, said people chose 
n times in cycles. 

"Some names are really 
popular for a while, and, 
then, they gradually fade 
out,” Napolitano said. 

John Martin, principal at 
Wildwood Elementary 
School, in Westland, said 
popular, common names 
were once Today, 


however, parents are select- 
ing names from a diverse 
list. 

Two trends which Napoli- 
tano has noticed recently is a 
return to more “country 11 or 
very traditional names - Eli- 
zabeth and Katherine. She 
also noticed that more pa- 
rents are naming sons after 
their fathers. 

44 People really got away 
from that for a while, but, 
now, you see more of it,” she 
said. 

Members of various 
ethnic groups are also more 
likely to give their child a 
name which reflects enthnic 
heritage more often today 
than ever before. 

It’s easy to tell from most 
school rosters and hospital 
records that Jessica, Heath- 
er, Ashley, Ryan and Jason 
were the names of the early 
1980s. 


Napolitano remembers, 
three years ago, when 
babies were commonly 
given those names. Of 
course, those names have 
not disappeared from 
maternity units altogether, 
but, Napolitano said, they 
aren't seen with the same 
kind of frequency. 

Names Martin is seeing in 
the new crop of kindergart- 
ners also reflect names that 
were popular five years ago. 

"We have several Stevens 
and Jeffreys,” Martin said. 
Some less common names 
in that class include Saman- 
tha, Jeremiah, Casey and, 
yes, even Melvin* 

Last year, Martin said, he 
had two students with the 
same first, middle and last 
names. The first name was 
Nicholas, another common 
name from the earlier part 
of this decade. 


According to lists of the 
“most popular” names in 
The Guiness Book of Names* 
there are a few names which 
have withheld the test of 
time. 

William, John, Charles, 
James and Robert were 
among the top 10 names in 
1875. They remained high on 
the list through 1984. 

The story is somewhat 
different for girls. Mary, 
Elizabeth, Ann, Sarah, Mar- 
garet and Susan were the 
most common names for 
girls in 1700. Those names 
remain in the most popular 
list, but they are now much 
further down the list. 

By 1985, names such as 
Claire, Emma, Jennifer, 
Natalie, Jessica and Katie 
had become popular. 

In the late 1800s, girls were 
named Liz 2 ie, Ethel, Fanny 
and Eleanor. In 1925, they

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Apples are 
the reason 
for autumn 



All I want to know is what hap- 
pened to summer? And, who 
took Indian summer, for that 
matter? 

It’s cold out there, and quite 
frankly, while this weather is 
pleasant, indeed, the chill in the 
air reminds me, for one, that 
winter is coming and those way- 
below-zero temperatures will 
soon be a fact of life. I don't like 
it. But then, I didn't like it when 
it w T as 100 degrees or so outside 
either, so I guess there's just no 
pleasing me. 

At any rate, the fall weather is 
good for those of us who really 
enjoy taking out our frustra- 
tions on a good recipe and find 
relief from daily stress in the 
kitchen. As I've confessed repe- 
atedly and to anyone who will 
listen, my greatest coping 
mechanism is the cookie sheet. 

And, since it is fall and time 
for the annual visit to the cider 
mill to pick apples, or just to the 
grocery store to buy some of the 
medicinal wonders, 1 was re- 
minded of a terrific recipe that 
combines both cookies and the 
fruit of choice. 

These cookies are great with 
milk or (no laughing) lemonade. 
They really are and they make a 
great snack. I used to make 
them frequently but doubled the 
recipe as three dozen lasted ab- 
out 10 minutes or so. 

These really are tasty and 
kids love them. 


Fresh apple cookies 

2 cups all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1/2 cup butter, softened 
1 1/3 cup (packed) brown 
sugar 

1/2 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
1 teaspoon ground doves 
1/2 teaspoon freshly grated 
nutmeg 
1 egg, beaten 
1/4 cup apple juice or milk 
1 cup chopped, peeled apples 
1/2 to 1 cup chopped nuts 
1 cup chopped raisins 
Vanilla glaze (recipe follows) 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. 
Sift flour and baking soda 
together in a medium mixing 
bowl. 

In a large bowl, cream 
together the butter, brown sugar, 
salt, cinnamon, cloves, nutmeg 
and egg. Add half the flour to the 
butter mixture and blend well. 
Mix in half the juice or milk 

Add the apples, nuts and 
raisins to the remaining flour. 
Add this apple mixture to the but- 
ter mixture. Stir in the remaining 
juice or milk. 

Drop the dough by teaspoons- 
ful onto greased cookie sheets. 
Bake for 8 to 9 minutes, or until 
cookies are firm. While cookies 
are hot, spread with vanilla 
glaze. 

Makes about 3 dozen cookies. 


Vanilla glaze 

1 cup confectioners' sugar 
1 tablespoon butter, softened 
1/4 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
1 1/2 tablespoon light cream 
or milk 

Blend all ingredients together 
in mixing bowl and beat until 
very smooth and of a glaze con- 
sistency.

Easy sugar cookies 

1 package Jiffy pie crust mix 
1/2 cup confectioner's sugar 

i ©gg 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
1/2 teaspoon extract 

In large bowl, combine all ingre- 
dients and mix well. Chill 1 hour. Pre- 
heat oven to 350 degrees. On lightly 
floured surface, roll dough out to 1/8- 
inch thick. Cut dough in desired shapes 
with cookie cutters and place on un- 
greased baking sheets. Bake 8 to 10 mi- 
nutes or until golden brown. Cool and 
frost with Jiffy white frosting mix and 
decorate. Yields about 2 dozen cookies. 

Canity orange slice cake 

1 cup blitter, softened 

2 cups sugar 
4 eggs 

1/2 cup buttermilk 
1 teaspoon soda 

3 3/4 cups all-purpose flour, divided 
Pinch of salt 

1 pound pitted dates, chopped 

1 pound orange slice candy, finely 
chopped 

2 cups chopped nuts 

1 (4-ounce) package shredded 
coconut 

Cream butter and sugar together un- 
til light. Add eggs one at a time, beating 
well after each addition. Combine but- 
termilk and soda. Set aside. 

Combine 3 1/2 cups flour and salt. 
Add flour mixture to creamed mixture, 
alternately with buttermilk, beating 
well . Dust dates and orange candy with 
remaining 1/4 cup flour. Stir into mix- 
ture. Add nuts and coconut to batter. 

Pour batter into a greased 10-inch 
tub pan. Bake at 250 degrees for 2 1/2 to 
3 hours or until cake tests done. Pour 
glaze (recipe follows) over hot cake. Let 
cake stand overnight in pan. 

For the glaze 

1 (6-ounce) can frozen orange Juice 
concentrate, thawed 

2 cups powdered sugar 


Combine both ingredients, mixing 
well. Pour over hot cake. 

Cranberry coffee cake 

2 cups flour 

3 teaspoons baking powder 
3/4 teaspoon salt 

1/2 cup sugar 
5 tablespoons butter 

1 egg, beaten 
1/2 cup milk 

11/2 cups cranberries, coarsely 

chopped 

1/4 cup flour 

1/2 cup sugar 

3 tablespoons butter 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Sift 
flour, baking powder, salt and 1/2 cup 
sugar together. Cut in 5 tablespoons 
butter until crumbly* Mix together 
beaten egg and milk. Add to flour mix- 
ture. 

Stir slowly to mix. Beat until blended 
well. Spread batter evenly into a but- 
tered 8-by-8-by-2-ineh baking dish. 
(Batter will be heavy.) Sprinkle cran- 
berries evenly over top. 

For a topping, mix 1/4 cup flour and 
1/2 cup sugar together. Cut in 3 tables- 
poons butter. Sprinkle over cranber- 
ries. Bake at 375 degrees for 30 to 35 
minutes. 

Carrot casserole 

3 eggs, beaten 

1/2 cup sugar 

1/2 cup butter, melted 

2 tablespoons flour 

1 tablespoon baking powder 
1/4 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
1/4 teaspoon ground nutmeg 

1 cup milk 

2 cups mashed cooked carrots 

Mix first 7 ingredients together. 
Combine milk and carrots. Add to first 
mixture, mixing well. Pour mixture 
into a lightly greased casserole. Bake 
at 350 degrees for 30 minutes.

2/3 cup shortening, softened 

1 2/3 cup sugar 

3 eggs 

2/3 cup cocoa 

1 1/3 cups cold water 

2 cups sifted flour 

1/3 teaspoon baking powder 

1 1/4 teaspoons soda 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla, If desired 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees* Grease 
and flour two 9-inch round cake pans or 
one 13-by-9~by-2 oblong pan. In medium 
mixing bowl, beat shortening and 
sugar together until light and fluffy. 
Beat in eggs. 

In separate bowl, blend together 
cocoa and cold water. Sift together 
flour, baking powder, soda and salt. 
Stir flour mixture into shortening alter- 
nately with cocoa- w ater mixture. Add 
vanilla, if desired. Pour batter into pre- 
pared pans, Bake, in round cake pans, 
at 350 degrees for 30 to 35 minutes or, in 
oblong cake pan, for 35 to 45 minutes or 
until cake tests done. Cool. 

Variation: Spread white frosting be- 
tween cake layers to spice up this re- 
cipe. 


Pumpkin bar cookies 

4 eggs 

1 cup salad oil 

2 cups sugar 

1 cup pumpkin 

2 teaspoons cinnamon 

1 teaspoon soda 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

2 cups flour 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

Combine all ingredients and pour 
into a large greased and floured cookie 
sheet. Bake at 350 degrees for 25 to 30 
minutes. 


For the frosting: 

3 ounces cream cheese 
6 tablespoons margarine 
3/A pound powdered sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 teaspoon milk. If needed 


Combine ingredients and spread 
over cooled pumpkin bars. 

Popcorn balls 

1 cup dork com syrup 
1 cup brown sugar 
1/4 cup water 

1 teaspoon white vinegar 

2 tablespoons butter 

4 quarts unsalted popped popcorn 

Mix together com syrup, sugar, wa- 
ter and vinegar in a saucepan. Bring to 
boil over medium heat, stirring occa- 
sionally, until temperature reaches 260 
degrees - hard ball stage. 

To test, drop a few drops of syrup in a 
cup of cold water. 

Remove from heat. Quickly stir in 
butter. Slowly pour over popped com in 
a bowl, mixing well. Grease your 
hands and shape into bails, using as 
little pressure as possible. Form into 
balls while hot but not burning 

Pumpkin cake 

1 yellow cake mix (reserve 3/4 cup) 
1/4 pound melted margarine 
1 egg 

1 large can pumpkin 
11/4 teaspoons cinnamon 

3 slightly beaten eggs 
Pinch of salt 

1/2 cup brown sugar 
2/3 cup evaporated milk 
1/4 cup white sugar 
1/2 cup white sugar 
1/2 stick margarine (room tempera- 
ture) 

1/2 cup chopped nuts 

Mix part of yellow cake mix, mar- 
garine and egg. Place in well-greased- 
and-floured, 9-by-13-inch dish, Blend 
pumpkin, cinnamon, 3 eggs, salt, 
brown sugar, evaporated milk and 1/4 
cup white sugar well and pour over 
cake mix. 

Combine remaining cake mix, 1/2 
cup sugar and margarine (mixture will 
be crumbly)* Sprinkle over pumpkin 
mix. Sprinkle chopped nuts over crum- 
bly topping. Bake at 350 degrees for 55 
minutes .

The effect names 
have on children 

Will a name associated with a 
negative stereotype doom you to 
being unpopular, the object of 
pity or the subject of ridicule? 
Probably not, if you have a good 
self-concept. 

Names probably do have an 
effect on the individual, accord- 
ing to Roger Dali wig, director of 
His PI ace /Her Place Counseling 
Center. However, the degree of 
influence depends on the self- 
esteem of the individual 

‘Tm sure a man with a very 
macho-sounding na me, would be 
influenced to behave in a macho 
manner, ' Dalhvig said, “but that 
is not always true,* 1 

The psychologist related that 
he had been told of a big, burly 
man named Percy * a name 
generally thought to be associ- 
ated with weakness and passivity 
- who never experienced nega- 
tive reactions to his name. 
Perhaps, he said, the man's 
appearance intimidated those 
who may have wanted to taunt 
him, or Percy 's appearance may 
have cancelled out the stereotype 
in people's minds. 

However, the psychologist ack- 
nowledged that some studies 
have shown that children with 
'Vgood" names fare better on 


written papers - often with the 
same content - than those with 
“bad 1 ’ names, For example, a 
David or Jennifer would be 
graded higher than a Elmer or 
Bertha on a similar assignment 

informal studies also have re- 
vealed that there are a prop- 
ortionately higher number of peo- 
ple with undesirable names who 
suffer from alcoholism and subst- 
ance abuse. Although no conclu* 
skins have been developed from 
the informal studies, there is spe- 
cula lion that the combination of 
low self-esteem plus the negative 
reaction to their names contri- 
buted to their behavioral prob- 
lems. 

Although some studies have 
shown that children with uncom- 
mon or unusual names are less 
popular than those with more 
pleasing names, stereotypes do 
not necessarily cause the prob- 
lems that are associated with 
them. For example, parents who 
give ridiculous names to their 
children probably contribute 
more to their child's low self- 
esteem than the name itself. 

Names do carry a message - 
true, stereotyped or personal 
meanings - with a suggestion of 
magic, according to Catherine 
Cameron, a professor of be- 
havioral science. Parents in En- 
glish-speaking countries seem re- 
luctant to admit this, but it is 
common for people in other cul- 
tures to name their children after 
animals, birds or plants which 
have desirable characteristics. 

Parents in our own culture, 
obviously, believe in some of the 
“magic 0 in names when they 
name their child after a relative, 
historical or Biblical character 


whom they wish their child would 
emulate. Popular choices also 
ar© television and film charac- 
ters - from Shirley for girls bom 
during the Shirley Temple film 
era to Alexis and Crystal bom to 
modern fans of Dynasty. Pa- 
rents fall into two categories 
when naming their children, 
according to Cameron. Some 
focus on their own needs in nam- 
ing the child and the others focus 
on the children’s needs. Parents 
in the first group usually feci they 
were deprived as children nnd 


they are looking for ways hi satis- 
fy their need for love and respect 
when naming their children. 
They tend to M la bed" their chil- 
dren as an act of ownership, 
Cameron said. Those in the 
second category would tend to 
select a name that would have a 
positive effect on the child and 
enhance his or her future rela- 
tionships and life decisions.

You are what you eat, so the saying 
goes. It's also true that your child 
will become what you eat during your 
pregnancy. 

The building of strong teeth, jaw 
bones, and gums begins at 
conception. Careful attention to 
nutrition and prenatal care while 
you're pregnant will reflect favorably 
on your baby. 

Of course, there are uncontrollable 
factors such as heredity, which may 
influence the development of teeth, 
but nutrition is something we can 
control. It can make a significant 
difference. 

CALCIUM IS IMPORTANT 

A major building block for teeth 
and bones is calcium. Dairy products 
such as milk or cheese are excellent 
sources of calcium. For those who 
can't drink milk or are allergic to 
dairy products, calcium supplements 
are available in tablet form. 

The recommended amount is 1,000 
milligrams of calcium per day, which 
equals three to four eight-ounce

glasses of either skim or whole milk. 
Yogurt, ice cream, and eggs are good 
sources of calcium as well. If 
cholesterol is a concern, eat only egg 
whites. 


VITAMIN C FOR STRONG GUMS 
Another important building block 
for the development and maintenance 
of healthy gums in your unborn child 
is Vitamin C. Orange, grapefruit, 
tomato, cranberry juice, and 
vegetables such as broccoli are some 
of the best sources of this vitamin. 

ICs essential in building and 
maintaining gum tissue and 
connective tissue, 

FLUORIDE PREVENTS CAVITIES 

Fluoride is still another vital part 
of prenatal dental care. Most 
drinking water in this area contains 
fluoride, but you have to drink six to 
eight glasses a day to benefit from it. 
You can take multiple vitamins with 
fluoride for additional protection. 
One tablet of ,5 milligrams of 
fluoride is the maximum supplement. 

If you drink water without 
fluoride, which could include bottled 
or well water, you will need one 
milligram (two tablets per day).
